The head of Syncrude Canada says he’s 
personally upset over the latest incident 
involving dead birds on a company tail¬ 
ings pond. 

But Scott Sullivan said his staff did the 
best they could to prevent the 350 deaths 
on Monday night and that all deterrence 
devices — flare guns, air horns and noise 
cannons — were working. 

That, he told reporters yesterday, is 


what makes the deaths even more of a 
head scratcher. 

“Our response was veiy rapid. We had 
people out right away. We were able to ac¬ 
cess the (tailings pond) water much more 
quickly,” said Sullivan. “We’ve done 
everything we can to minimize the im¬ 
pact of this event. When we fully deploy 
our deterrents — as we had in this situa¬ 
tion — they have been effective.” 


Sullivan said Syncrude has ramped up 
research in deterrence technology since a 
similar incident in 2008 and will work to 
more fully understand bird migratoiy 
patterns, specifically through a $ 1.3-mil- 
lion study it is funding through the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta. 

The money was part of the sentencing 
deal in the 2008 case.

Pictures of ducks that 
landed on a Syncrude tail¬ 
ings pond in 2008 — sink¬ 
ing in toxic, gooey effluent 
or being eaten alive by 
ravens — quickly flashed 
around the world after the 
landings, becoming potent 
symbols for critics who say 
the energy benefits of the 
oilsands don't outweigh 
the environmental impact. 

After a protracted court 
battle, Syncrude was 
found guilty last spring of 
being responsible for the 


deaths of 1,600 birds, and 
on Friday agreed to pay $3 
million in penalties. 

Colleen Cassady St. 
Clair, an associate biology 
professor at the University 
of Alberta, is a part of a 
study Syncrude is funding 
through a sentencing deal 
in the 2008 case. She says 
new technologies to deter 
birds from harmful tail¬ 
ings ponds are coming on 
line. 

She said birds can see 
ultraviolet light and test¬ 


ing is being done to see if 
that can be harnessed as a 
deterrent. 

And there are other 
breakthroughs, she said — 
for example, putting a 
point of laser light at the 
feet of a goose will force it 
to back up. 

“On offshore (oil) plat¬ 
forms they found that by 
switching from red lights 
to green lights they re¬ 
duced the (bird) strikes on 
the platforms dramatical¬ 
ly,” she said, adding it has 


never been clear why birds 
react differently to the 
lights. 

“There might not be 
such a nice silver bullet 
very often, but ongoing re¬ 
search to identify best 
practices can reduce the 
probability of landings as 
much as possible. 

“And that’s the appro¬ 
priate target. I don’t think 
it’s appropriate to think 
we can eliminate landings 
on tailings ponds.”

Hound dogs and their fe¬ 
line friends are moving out 
of the heartbreak hotel 
and into the city’s brand 
new Animal Care and Con¬ 
trol Centre. 

Keith Scott, co-ordinator 
of the centre, said the new 
facility at 13550-163 Street 
will improve the care pro¬ 
vided to more than 8,000 
lost pets each year. 

“This is really going to 
enable us to provide im¬ 
proved care for the animals 
as well as providing the ar¬ 
eas that we really need for 
the citizens and pet owners 
coming in and dealing with 
them and public educa¬ 
tion," Scott said. “This has 
provided that extra bit of 
space for everybody." 

The new Animal Care 
and Control Centre (ACC) is 
five times bigger than the 
old facility, near the Yellow- 
head and 125 Street, and 
cost $13.2 million to build. 

“It brings both the ani¬ 
mal services area and the 
animal care and control of¬ 
ficers together under one 
roof,” Scott said. “So we’re 
providing a nice, integrated 
system under one roof for

everybody."

The centre shares a parking 
lot with the Edmonton Hu¬ 
mane Society, and a 
spokesperson for the Socie¬ 
ty said it couldn’t be happi¬ 
er to have their new 
neighbours. 

“We’re just so thrilled 


that they took the offer in 
the first place.” Shawna 
Randolph said. “We’re inde¬ 
pendent. established organ¬ 
izations, not affiliated with 
each other, but work to¬ 
gether on a regular basis. 
We take the animals that 
they deem adoptable and 
find them homes, that’s 
our working agreement.” 


Randolph said the two 
organizations being side-by- 
side will centralize animal 
care services for the city of 
Edmonton. 

Pets are making the 
move from the old facility 
to the new one over the 
weekend. The public 
should now visit the new 
centre for animal services.

Controversial former U.K. 
MP on way to Alberta 


Firebrand U.K. politician 
George Galloway is bring¬ 
ing his fight with Jason Ken¬ 
ney straight to the 
immigration minister’s Cal¬ 
gary riding. 

The former British MP 
will launch a tour of 10 
Canadian cities next 
month, including a stop in 
Calgary on Nov. 23. 

Earlier this month in 
Toronto, Galloway donned 
a pair of red mittens as if 
they were boxing gloves, 
challenged Kenney to a 
public debate and promised 
to sue the minister for slan¬ 
der. 

The gesture came after 
immigration officials let 
Galloway into the country 
following a Federal Court 
ruling that was critical of 
the government. 

Kenney pulled the wel¬ 


come mat on Galloway last 
year because of his alleged 
financial support to the 
Palestinian group Hamas. 

Ottawa considers Hamas 
a terrorist organization. 

Kenney has said he dis¬ 
agrees with the judge’s 
finding that the initial 
move to keep Galloway out 
of Canada was politically 
motivated. 

Galloway’s November 
tour will also take him to 
Edmonton, Halifax, Hamil¬ 
ton, Toronto, Vancouver, 
Yellowknife, Winnipeg and 
Ottawa. It begins Nov. 17 in 
Montreal. 

In a release, Galloway 
says he will speak about his 
fight with the Canadian 
government and the politi¬ 
cal situation in the Middle 
East and Asia.

Alberta Health Minister 
Gene Zwozdesky is order¬ 
ing shorter wait times in 
hospital emergency rooms 
after a doctor warned of a 
potential collapse of the 
system. 

The new benchmarks 
call for patients who at¬ 
tend the emergency room 
and require hospital ad¬ 
mission to be seen and 
transferred to the proper 
ward within eight hours. 

Patients who visit the 



emergency room but don’t 
require an overnight stay 


should be seen within four 
hours, according to the 
new targets. 

Dr. Paul Parks, whose 
letter to the province 
prompted the health min¬ 
ister to take action, says 
he’s encouraged that steps 
are being taken, but that 
without any firm timeline 
for enforcing the shorter 
wait times, the situation in 
emergency rooms is still a 
crisis. 

“The key is I have faith 


in this. The minister has 
said this is a top priority,” 
Parks said. 

The NDP complains the 
real problems affecting 
emergency rooms are still 
not being addressed, in¬ 
cluding more long-term 
care beds and more 
staffing. 

“It’s just more smoke 
and mirrors,” said Rachel 
Notley, NDP MLA and 
health critic.

O Colbert, Stewart lighting a nationwide civility flame 


It may go down as the per¬ 
fect antidote to an Ameri¬ 
can election cycle as bitter 
and vicious as any in living 
memory. 

Political satire is headed 
this weekend to the capital 
of the United States. 

Left-leaning comedians 
Jon Stewart and Stephen 
Colbert descend upon 
Washington’s National 
Mall on Saturday for their 
joint Rally To Restore Sani¬ 
ty And/Or Fear. 

The event is expected to 
attract tens of thousands 
of fans just three days be¬ 
fore mid-term elections 
that could see Republicans 
regain control of Congress.

of the woodwork to say 
enough is enough — it is 
time for a return to civility 
so we can start addressing 
our real problems.”

Stewart and Colbert 
both trade in fake news — 
with Stewart playing a 
counterfeit newscaster and 
Colbert as the comic foil, 
a faux-conservative pundit. 

While rumours abound 
that everyone from Oprah 
Winfrey to left-wing politi¬ 
co Ariana Huffmgton will 
join them in Washington, 
few are certain precisely 
what will unfold. 

Whether it adds up to 
anything more than a gig- 
glefest remains in doubt. 

Even Seattle organizer 
Baum is unsure: “The hope 
is that after Saturday we 
can morph this into a sort 
of Civility Watch to cele¬ 
brate people who encour¬ 
age unity and rational 
debate in America.”

The death toll from a 
tsunami and a volcano 
rose to more than 300 yes¬ 
terday as more victims of 
Indonesia’s double disas¬ 
ters were found and an of¬ 
ficial said a warning 
system installed after a 
deadly ocean wave in 2004 
had broken from a lack of 
maintenance. 

Hundreds were still 
missing after Monday’s 
tsunami struck the remote 
Mentawi islands off west¬ 
ern Sumatra, where offi¬ 
cials were only beginning 
to chart the scope of the 
devastation. 

At least 311 people died 
as the huge wave, trig¬ 
gered by an undersea 
earthquake, washed away 
wooden and bamboo 
homes, displacing more 
than 20,000 people. 

About 1,300 kilometres 
to the east in central Java, 
the Mount Merapi volcano 
was mostly quiet but still a

About 36,000 people 
have been evacuated, 
according to the 
Indonesian Red Cross.

TV commercials are 
shrinking along with atten¬ 
tion spans and advertising 
budgets. 

The 15-second ad is in¬ 
creasingly common, gradu¬ 
ally supplanting the 
30-second spot just as it 
knocked off the fhll-minute 
pitch decades ago. 

For viewers, it means 
more commercials in a 
more rapid-fire format. 

For advertisers, shorter 
commercials are a way to 
save some money, and re¬ 
search shows they hold on 
to more eyeballs than the 
longer format.

When people hear I 
perform live comedy, they 
often say, "I could never do 
that. What if I bombed?” 

llow me to offer a recent 
report from the front 
lines. I’m still removing 
the shrapnel. 

I bombed this week. Badly. 
We’re talking Hiroshima, 
Nagasaki, and Mike Myers’ The 
Love Gum combined. This meas¬ 
ured on seismographs. Picture 
Sylvester Stallone mnning 
toward the camera in slow 
motion with a fiery ball of 
unfunny expanding behind him. 

Bombing is often called dying, 
but it’s worse than death. 

In fact, a doctor once told me 
that I might die while I was in 
hospital. I faced that possibility 
with quiet thoughtfulness. 


But when I died on stage my 
response was something akin to 
a kid who drops his ice cream 
cone combined with those Pales¬ 
tinian women you 
see mourning on 
television. 

I’ve failed before 
during my seven 
years of 

performing. But it 
was usually with 
other performers 
and maybe lasted 
10 minutes. 

But this time I 
was the sole 
performer and I 
was performing 
for, give or take, all eternity. 

My job was to entertain 
people during a fitness class 
while they were on the floor do¬ 
ing their sculpting exercises. I 
pretended to be The Before Guy 


from TV commercial fame. 

This earned me vaguely sad 
stares — the sort of looks I 
expect to get 50 years from now 
when people are 
saying, “They did a 
good job with the 
corpse.” 

After this 30- 
minute ordeal, the 
positive voices in 
my head tried to 
cheer me up: This 
schticlc has 
worked elsewhere, 
a half-hour is a 
long time for solo 
improv, etc. But it 
was a scattered 
message, like the Liberal party’s. 

The negative voice in my head 
had the message discipline of 
Stephen Harper: “You suck,” it 
said, over and over. 

When jokes bomb on 


television there’s often the 
sound of crickets, but man, I’d 
have killed for a cricket. I’d have 
chatted it up, asked where it was 
from, what it did for a living. 

I would also have welcomed a 
tumbleweed. I could have left on 
it. 

As to the question, “What 
would I do if I bombed?” You feel 
bad, like you were dumped from 
a minor relationship, or you lost 
a hockey game in overtime. 

And then you get over it. 

If you never leave the trench 
because you’re afraid of bombs, 
you’ll never win the war. Am I 
right? 

Who’s with me? 

(Sound of crickets.)

At first, it was conven¬ 
tional, chasing after the 
same audience of middle- 
aged women that Oprah 
Winfrey owned. Springer 
said he made his only sub¬ 
stantive decision on the 
show’s future: go young. 

“We decided to have 
young people on the stage, 
young people in the audi¬ 
ence and young subject 
matter,” he said. “Well, 
young people are much 
more open about their 
lives. They’re much wilder, 
and that’s when the show 
started to go crazy.” 


For the first fight — an 
audience member rushing 
the stage to confront a Ku

Springer didn’t even have 
security guards. He wor¬ 
ried the show would be in 
trouble. It wasn’t. 

When the show’s rights 
were first bought out, 
“they said from now on 
we’re only allowed to do 
crazy,” Springer said. 

“The culture of televi¬ 
sion changed,” he said. 
“The world didn’t change. 
There’s nothing that’s ever 
been on any of our shows 
that a grownup didn’t 
know existed. There’s 
nothing shocking in the 
show. What was shocking 
was that we had never 
seen it on television be¬ 
fore.”

Two $500 million Hobbit 
movies will be made in 
New Zealand as originally 
planned, Prime Minister 
John Key said yesterday, af¬ 
ter two days of crisis talks 
with Hollywood studio ex¬ 
ecutives. 

Senior executives from 
Warner Bros, and New Line 
Cinema won an agreement 
for a change in labour law 
and bigger tax breaks to 
keep the project in New 
Zealand after a dispute over 
pay and conditions for ac¬ 
tors threw the production 
into turmoil last week. 

The studios had warned 
that unless the threat of 
labour action was removed, 
production of the two 
movies would be moved to 
another country. 


The dispute became a 
national issue in New 
Zealand, which received a 
huge boost to its tourism 
and film-making industries 
after The Lord of the Rings 
trilogy was made here. 
Hundreds of people 
marched in several cities 


Monday to show their sup¬ 
port for keeping produc¬ 
tion in New Zealand. 

The Hobbit is J.R.R. 
Tolkien's prequel to The 
Lord of the Rings. 

Key says the package in¬ 
cludes an extra tax break of 
NZ$20 million ($15 million) 


for the studios, on top of 
$45 million already 
pledged by the govern¬ 
ment. 

Economists have said 
the overall value of produc¬ 
ing the films in New 
Zealand would add up to 2 
billion New Zealand dollars 
($1.5 billion) to the local 
economy — nearly 2 per 
cent of annual gross do¬ 
mestic production. 

The crisis over produc¬ 
tion of the two movies un¬ 
folded after New Zealand 
Actors' Equity imposed an 
international “no work” 
boycott on the project last 
month after director Peter 
Jackson refused to hold 
talks on wages and condi¬ 
tions for local actors.

Cameraman says 
Bruno film crew 
roughed him up 


A cameraman sued Sacha 
Baron Cohen on Tuesday, 
claiming his civil rights 
were violated when he was 
roughed up by a film crew 
shooting the comedian in 
character as Bruno during 
a gay marriage rally. 

Mike Skiff, a self-de¬ 
scribed gay journalist, 
sued Baron Cohen and oth¬ 
ers involved in the 2009 
film Bruno for more than 
$25,000 in damages for al¬ 
leged physical and emo¬ 
tional pain and suffering. 

His lawsuit claims he 
was shoved, pulled and 
threatened with wooden 
signs as he filmed the co¬ 
median in character as gay 
Austrian fashion journalist 
Bruno. 

The lawsuit said Skiff 
recognized Baron Cohen 
during the pro-gay mar¬ 
riage rally in downtown 
Los Angeles in Nov 2, 2008, 
and began filming him. 

Footage posted on 
YouTube by Skiff's compa¬ 
ny, Third Rail Media, 
showed the actor-comedi¬ 
an standing among anti¬ 
gay marriage protesters 
who had also assembled in 
the streets. 

A man is heard shout¬ 
ing, “I know that's Bruno 
— I can get as much as I 
want,” before being ha¬ 
rangued by the crew. One 
portion of the video shows 
Skiff pulled away from 
Baron Cohen before police 
intervene. 

An email sent to Baron 
Cohen's publicist, Matt 


Labov, was not immediate¬ 
ly returned. 

Skiff also claimed the 
actions of the Bruno crew 
violated his civil rights and 
that their appearance at 
the rally was intended 
solely to create conflict for 
the film. 

Baron Cohen's in-your- 
face comedy has provoked 
several lawsuits since his 
2006 film, Borat: Cultural 
Learnings of America for 
Make Benefit Glorious Na¬ 
tion of Kazakhstan, be¬ 
came a smash hit, but 
courts have sided with the 
comedian. 

Bruno also has sparked 
its share of legal wran¬ 
gling. 

In June 2009, Richelle 
Olson sued, claiming she 
suffered brain injuries 
when Baron Cohen caused 
her to fall after a con¬ 
frontation at a charity bin- 
go tournament in 
Lancaster, Calif. The case is 
on hold while the woman's 
attorney appeals a court 
ruling. 

In December, a Palestin¬ 
ian shopkeeper portrayed 
as a terrorist in Bruno sued 
Baron Cohen and others 
for libel and slander. 

The Bethlehem shop¬ 
keeper and father is identi¬ 
fied in the film as a 
member of the militant Al- 
Aqsa Martyrs' Brigade. He 
is seeking $110 million, 
and the case remains pend¬ 
ing in a Washington, D.C.

Hall feeling 
his way 
through his 
first days 

Taylor Hall’s early days in 
the NHL have been an exer¬ 
cise in adaptation on and 
off the ice. 

The 18-year-old from 
Kingston, Ont., recently as¬ 
sembled Ilcea stools for the 
apartment he shares with 
Edmonton Oilers 
teammate Jordan Eberle. 
Hall discovered he is more 
adept with a hockey stick 
than an Allen wrench. 

“My stools didn’t turn 
out the way they looked on 
the outside of the box, but 
they still worked,” Hall said 
Tuesday in Calgary prior to 
playing the Flames. 

From furnishing his own 
place to transforming his 
junior game into one wor¬ 
thy of the NHL, Hall is 
learning the life of a profes¬ 
sional hockey player. 

As the No. 1 pick in this 
year’s NHL entry draft, he’s 
doing it under the 
microscope. Eyes follow 
him up and down the ice in 
every building in the NHL, 
including his own Rexall 
Place in Edmonton. After 
every game and practice, 
he turns from his loclcer- 
room stall to face a wall of 
cameras and microphones. 

After seven NHL games, 
he has yet to score a goal 
and is asked about it 
constantly. 

“I think the media has 
been kind of all over him a 
little bit, but he’s handled 
it great,” Eberle said. “He’s 
only 18 years old and the 
way he’s doing it is incredi¬ 
ble. I don’t think things are 
really wearing on him or 
else I can’t tell and he’s hid¬ 
ing it well.” 

There isn’t much 
patience in professional 
sports. Expectations are al¬ 
so weighty for the first 
overall draft pick in Major 
League Baseball, the NBA 
and the NFL.
